Challenges with convicting an 
accused driver who has only slight¬ 
ly exceeded the Criminal Code’s 
specified level of alcohol impair¬ 
ment has led Alberta police to 
change their “warn” and “fail” 
ranges for roadside testing. 

Prior to the introduction of leg¬ 
islation approved Tuesday— which 
will allow police to suspend for 
three days a first-time offender who 
provides a “warn” blood-alcohol 
reading—police services will recal¬ 
ibrate their machines, granting 
new options to drivers with a blood- 
alcohol level under .1 

Currently, the machines are set 
so the “warn” range falls between 
.05 and .08. Soon, a software change 
will see those parameters altered 
to .06 and .099. 

Any driver caught in the “warn” 
range have the option to accept the 
short-term suspension immediately 
or request further testing, where 
they run the risk of blowing over 
.08 and being charged criminally, 
confirmed Calgary police Sgt. 
Richard Butler. 

“My understanding is they put 
that cushion in there for the sim¬ 
ple reason that it wards off a poten¬ 


tial (court) defence... the cops are 
doing their jobs here, but they need 
some more tools,” Alberta Solicitor 
General Jonathan Denis explained 
Thursday. 

Calgaiy police Chief Rick Han¬ 
son previously admitted convict¬ 
ing a driver with a reading below .1 
is tough and frontline officers sug¬ 
gested to Metro last month that up 
to 25 per cent of impaired cases are 
ruled in favour of the accused. 

“Are people getting the benefit 
of the doubt? Yes,” said Edmonton 
police Const. Ian Brooks of the test¬ 
ing parameters. 

Statistics provided by the B.C. 
Ministry of Transportation last 
month also indicate a sharp dropoff 
in the number of Criminal Code 
charges laid after enhanced admin¬ 
istrative measures were introduced 
in that province last year.

Despite a surge in the use 
of eBooks at the Edmonton 
Public Libraiy, paperbacks 
and hardcovers are still 
winning the hearts of read¬ 
ers. 

“Books are our No. 1 
used resource,” said Pilar 
Martinez, executive direc¬ 
tor of public services. “But 
certainly we’re prepared 
and anticipating the evolu¬ 
tion of the book.” 

According to eServices 
director Peter Schoenberg, 
eBooks came on stream at 
the EPL in 2009 but gained 
traction last Christmas. 

Now with an inventory 
of 10,000 eBook and audio¬ 
book titles, they’re only 
growing in popularity. 

In June 2009 there were 
5,000 books checked out 
for every eBook. In June 
2010 there were 500 books 
selected to borrow for 
every eBook, while 50 
were checked out for eveiy 
eBook in June of this year. 

“But it’s not that the us¬ 
age of the book is tanking 
at all, it’s the eBooks grow¬ 
ing dramatically,” said 
Schoenberg. 

The year 2009 was a 
record year for the EPL, 
and overall circulation has 
grown 50 per cent in the 
last five years. 

“Usage continues to 
grow,” said Martinez, 
adding three libraries are 


undergoing renovations 
and two are scheduled for 
construction. 

And all that space isn’t 
needed to house eBooks, 
said Schoenberg, who is 
working to transfer to a 
system that would double 
the amount of electronic 
titles. 

“Books are an incredi¬ 
ble, timeless technology.”

Sober for the first time in 
years, Dwa 3 me Bilan has 
much to sing about this 
Christmas. 

And with the Hope Mis¬ 
sion’s Breakout Men’s 
Choir, he’s getting ample 
opportunity. 

“In the beginning 1 real¬ 
ly didn’t want to. 1 didn’t 
see myself in a choir,” said 
Bilan, 50. 

Part of the yearlong 
men’s recovery program is 
mandatory choir participa¬ 
tion. 

“1 tried recovery before 
and it never worked and 1 
really didn’t want to start 
over. 1 had two choices: 1 
could kill myself ... or 1 
could come back here,” 
said Bilan. 

Music has also inspired 
him to start writing cre¬ 
atively. 

“One night the idea 
came to me to write a play. 
1 think God inspired that 
actually, so 1 wrote a play 
about the beginning of 
breakout, and 1 named the 
play Are You Done Yet?” 

Dec. 21 will mark the 
first time he’s been consis¬ 
tently clean in 36 years. 

“The first time 1 drank 1 
was 11, and addiction real¬ 


ly took hold at around 14,” 
said Bilan, who attempted 
suicide twice, once ending 
in a coma. 

Part of his recovery has 
been mending relation¬ 
ships, including with his 
children — and building 
new ones with fellow pro¬ 
gram members. 

“You get pretty close, we 
all have the same goal and 
that’s to stay clean and 
sober.”

O Gunman found dead in parking 
lot O Campus was quieter as 
classes ended Wednesday 


A gunman killed a Virginia 
Tech police officer Thursday 
at a campus parking lot and 
then apparently shot him¬ 
self to death nearby in an 
attack that shook the uni¬ 
versity nearly five years af¬ 
ter it was the scene of the 
deadliest shooting rampage 
in modem U.S. histoiy. 

Before it became clear 
that the gunman was dead, 
the school applied the les¬ 
sons learned during the last 
tragedy, locking down the 
campus and using a high- 
tech alert system to warn 
students and faculty mem¬ 
bers to stay indoors. 

The officer, identified 
late Thursday as 39-year-old 


Deriek W. Crouse, was 
killed after pulling a driver 
over in a traffic stop. The 
gunman - who was not in¬ 
volved in the traffic stop - 
walked into the parking lot 
and ambushed the officer. 
Police said they were still 
investigating whether the 
officer was specifically tar¬ 
geted. 

The university said 
Crouse was an Army veter¬ 
an and married father of 
five who joined the campus 
police force about six 
months after the 2007 mas¬ 
sacre.

The federal government is 
forcing the troubled At- 
tawapiskat First Nation to 
pay a private-sector con¬ 
sultant about $1,300 a day 
to run its finances — even 
though the government’s 
own assessments say the 
third-party management 
system is not cost-effective. 

Aboriginal Affairs offi¬ 
cials told The Canadian 
Press they have an agree¬ 
ment to pay Jacques Mari¬ 
on of EDO Canada LLP a 
total of $180,000 to look 
after the reserve’s ac¬ 
counts from now until 
June 30. The money comes 
from the Attawapiskat 
First Nation’s budget. 

That rate over the 


course of a year would run 
up to $300,000 and easily 
pay for at least one nice, 
solid house, notes 
Mushkegowuk Grand 
Chief Stan Louttit. 

“And (Aboriginal Affairs) 
should pay for this over 
and above First Nations ex¬ 
isting budgets,” he said.

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Tasteless tweet 
raises Russia’s ire 


O Offending retweet of a post by United Russia 
ideologue has been removed from Medvedev’s account 


President Dmitiy Med¬ 
vedev’s affection for going 
online has turned off-colour 
after an obscene characteri¬ 
zation of a prominent oppo¬ 
sition figure appeared on 
his Twitter account. 

Medvedev’s tweets are 
usually bland, such as con¬ 
gratulating victorious 
sports teams. So the post 
describing popular opposi¬ 
tion figure Alexei Navalny 
as a sheep engaging in an 
unprintable sexual act 
sparked huge attention. 

A Kremlin statement 
says the message, a retweet 
of a posting by United Rus¬ 
sia party ideologue and for¬ 
mer parliament member 
Konstantin Rykov, was post¬ 
ed by an unnamed member 
of the president’s technical 
staff.

Economy at risk from 
Euro crisis, BoC says 

o Potential for ‘adverse shock’ increased: Bank of Canada 


Canadians need to start 
worrying about the wors¬ 
ening debt mess in Eu¬ 
rope and its ability to hit 
hard in this country, the 
Bank of Canada warned 
Thursday in its semi-an¬ 
nual financial stability re¬ 
view. 

“The (bank’s) govern¬ 
ing council judges that 
the risks to the stability of 
Canada’s financial system 
are high and have in¬ 
creased markedly over 
the past six months,” the 
central bank stated. 

“Since June, the global 
retrenchment of risk asso¬ 
ciated with the European 
crisis has indeed resulted 


in a significant correction 
in the prices of equities 
and other risky assets, as 
well as a widening of 
credit spreads in Canada.” 

Frankly, the bank said, 
measures currently un¬ 
dertaken to bring the Eu¬ 
ropean debt crisis under 
control “have repeatedly 
fallen short of what is 
needed.” 

On Wednesday night. 
Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty poured cold water 
on an unconfirmed report 
that G20 nations would 
funnel $600 billion US to 
Europe through the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund.

Virgin Atlantic billionaire 
Richard Branson sat in a

Mixed-Up Meatballs 

Appetizer-size turkey 
meatballs with cranberiy- 
orange barbecue sauce. 

Ingredients: 

Meatballs 

• r/z lbs (680 g) ground 
turkey or chicken 

• Fz cup unseasoned dry 
bread crumbs 

• Fa cup finely minced or 
grated onions 

• % cup minced fresh 
parsley 

• 1 egg 

• Vz tsp each garlic 
powder and dried 
marjoram 

• %tsp each salt and 
freshly ground black 
pepper 

Sauce 

• 1 can (19 oz/540 mL) 
jellied cranberry sauce 

• % cup hickory or 
chipotle barbecue sauce 
(smoky) 

• 2 tbsp freshly squeezed 
lemon juice 

• 1 tsp reduced-sodium 
soy sauce 

• 1 tsp grated orange zest 


Preparation: 

I ln a large bowl, mix to¬ 
gether ground turkey, 
bread crumbs, onions, pars¬ 
ley, egg, garlic powder, mar¬ 
joram, salt and pepper (using 
your hands works best). 

Form mixture into bite-sized 
meatballs, about 1 to VA 
inches in diameter. You 
should end up with about 45 
meatballs. 

2 Place meatballs on a 
baking sheet that has 
been lightly coated with 
cooking spray. Bake at 400 F 
for 12 to 15 minutes or until 
cooked through. Stir 
meatballs once, halfway 


through cooking time, to 
brown sides. Remove from 
oven and transfer to a large 
pot. 

In a small saucepan, 
combine cranberry 
sauce, barbecue sauce, 
lemon juice, soy sauce and 
orange zest. Cook over medi¬ 
um heat until cranberry 
sauce is melted and mixture 
is bubbly, about 5 minutes. 
Pour sauce over meatballs 
and stir gently until all meat¬ 
balls are coated with sauce. 
Cover and simmer over low 
heat for 5 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. Serve hot. 
Makes 45 meatballs

New conference not easy

One of the 
biggest sto¬ 
ries of the 
week in the 
NHL has 
been the 


announce¬ 
ment of a 
groundbreaking realign¬ 
ment of the league next 
year, pending the expected 
approval of the Players’ As¬ 
sociation. How does the 
shakeup affect the Oilers? 
Tough sledding for the 
near future, that’s for sure. 

Edmonton is slated to 
join Vancouver, Calgary, 
Los Angeles, Anaheim, San 
Jose, Phoenix and Col¬ 
orado in an eight-team 
conference that essentially 
becomes the West, though 
names for the brackets 
have yet to be determined 
(How about the Gretzky 
Conference? He did play 
for two of the squads and 
coached a third). 

Four teams will make 
the playoffs from each sec¬ 
tion and based on the fran¬ 
chises above, Edmonton is 
on the outside looking in. 
Vancouver, Los Angeles, 
San Jose and Phoenix are 
all ahead of the Oilers in 
either points or stature. 

The Oilers are ahead of 
the curve right now in 
terms of rebuilding, but 
the new alignment may 
delay the gratification of 
seeing Ryan Nugent-Hop- 
kins or Taylor Hall enjoy¬ 
ing playoff hockey for the 
first time in their nascent 
NHL careers. 

In terms of filling seats 


— not exactly a problem 
in Edmonton to begin 
with — the new confer¬ 
ence is great.
